Paris, Nov. 21, 1912.— Dr. Bredius of 
The Hague, who recently lost a wager 
with Mr. Charles Sedelmeyer on the 
former's dispute of the authenticity of 
a picture — a portrait of a youth— pur- 
chased as a Rembrandt by Mr. Sedel- 
meyer at the Weber sale in Berlin last 
winter (Prof. Hauser of the Berlin 
Museum who was chosen as arbiter, 
having decided that the picture is gen- 
uine), has paid the sum agreed upon, 
namely, 15,000 frs. (about $3,000) to 
Mr. Sedelmeyer, who has presented the 
amount to the Societe des amis du 
Louvre.

of money, time and energy, devoted to 
the building up of the Museum,' might 
be better devoted to the promotion of 
American art interests — is busily pre- 
paring for two exhibitions to bje held 
this season in its gallery in th^ Ritz- 
Carlton Chambers on Madisorf Ave. 
J. Carroll Beckwith, the American art- 
ist, is to be chairman of the Commit- 
tee for an exhibition of the works of 
Albert Besnard. Later on there is to 
be an exhibition of perhaps a score of 
representative decorative portraits by 
the early French masters. ' 



PANAMA EXP. ART DIRECTOR. 

The story persists in the New York 
studios and galleries that Mr. Skiff, 
Director-General of the Panama Exp. 
at San Francisco in 1915, has finally 
decided to appoint Mr. John E. D. 
Trask, Director of the Pennsylvania 
Academy, as Art Director of the Ex- 
position. It is also reported, on good 
authority, that the names of J. Carroll 
Beckwith, Harry Watrous, Francis C. 
Jones, and Howard Russell Butler, 
have been favorably considered, in suc- 
cession, for the post. Mr. Trask is 
said to have had the strongest political, 
and good art backing for the place, and 
will doubtless make an efficient direc- 
tor. It is stated that Mr. Harrison S. 
Morris has not been a candidate for 
the position, as was rumored. 



PAINTERS-SCULPTORS SHOW. 

Definite plans are swiftly taking 
shape for the American Painters and 
Sculptors Exhibition, to open at the 
69th Regiment Armory, Feb. 15. All 
of the foreign works to be shown have 
been selected, and Arthur B. Davies, 
who has just returned from Europe, 
whither he went about a month ago in 
quest of individual expressions in art, 
is enthusiastic over the promise of suc- 
cess for what he calls "this unique and 
independent exhibition/' and in his op- 
timism all his fellow members of the 
Society share. Funds are being given 
by collectors and millionaires, who are 
interested in the promotion of an inde- 
pendent art movement in this country. 
One .multi-millionaire .has gone so iar 
as to say that if the proposed exhibi- 
tion proves the success it promises, he 
will see that a building is put up for 
the Society within a short time. 

The prime object of the Society is 
educational, its scope is wide and no 
branch of art will 'be barred. Wood- 
carving, examples of applied design, 
and even embroidery will be accepted, 
as well as painting and sculpture. The 
Society is especially desirous of show- 
ing the work of younger painters who 
strike expressly an original note, but 
who have always been barred from ex- 
hibiting by the jury system. 

The Society will have no jury. A 
member may propose the work of a 
man whom he considers worthy, and 
two other members will be called upon 
to decide on his acceptance or rejec- 
tion. Should these two decide against 
the suggested exhibitor, the proposer 
may then give up his own allotted space 
in this display, 100 feet, or a portion of 
the same, to the painter for whom he is 
sponsor. In such case, the Society will 
not claim responsibility, but will give 
the name of the sponsor in the catalog. 

The Society now numbers about fifty 
members, and applications for member- 
ship are received daily. It is the desire 
of the new Society to exclude politics. 
No axes are to be ground through its: 
influence, and no social ambitions are 
to be gratified. Earnest, progressive- 
workers are eligible, no matter what 
judgment has been previously passed 
on their artistic ability. 



An exhibition will be held this season 
for the purpose of raising funds for the 
American Academy at Rome. One of 
the features of the exhibition will be a 
Florentine Costume Ball, after the 
fashion of the famous balls of the 17th 
century, given by the patrons of art in 
Florence.

Some 12 examples of Francesco Guardi, 
the pupil of Canaletto, who was greater 
than his master, are now on exhibition at 
the E. Gimpel and Wildenstein Galleries, 
2<o. 636 Fifth Ave. The display, although 
a small one, is one of the most attractive 
and choicest of the kind imaginable. Two 
large canvases, depicting scenes on the 
Adriatic coast, are irregular in shape, most 
picturesque in composition, luminous in at- 
mosphere and have those pearly clear blues 
which so distinguish this painter. Among 
the smaller examples are two interiors with 
figures, . subjects which Guardi rarely 
painted, a beautiful view of San Giorgio 
and two most dainty, delicate little cabinet 
canvases. The exhibition should be seen by 
all art lovers.

EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 



"Painters of the Far West." 

American art in every sense of the words, 
is the exhibition by "Painters of the 
Far West" on at the Macbeth Galleries, 
450 Fifth Ave., through Nov. 30. The eleven 
American painters represented show Ameri- 
can subjects only, and the beauty and 
majesty of western landscapes are well 
presented. The Canadian Rockies have at- 
tracted E. H. Potthast for two or three 
years, and his two canvases, "Lake Louise, 
Alberta," and "In the Canadian Rockies" 
do him full justice, particularly the latter, 
whose rich color appeals. 

Two excellent California subjects by W. 
Ritschel are strongly painted, and E. I. 
Couse's two typical Indian subjects more 
than hold their own in the group. Ben 
Foster's "Capistrano Hills" and "Smoky 
Day" make a good showing, but Gardner 
Symon's California landscapes are a little 
disappointing when compared with some of 
his former works, William Wendt has a 
decorative canvas, "Where Lights and 
Shadows Play;" F. B. Williams, De W. 
Parshall and Thomas Moran are repre- 
sented by canon canvases, typical and in- 
teresting, while Eliot Daingerfield's "From 
Rim to Rim" is convincing. His "Rain- 
bow" is marred by his old time passion for 
-excessive black. Albert L. Groll's "Mt. Sir 
Donald" and "Navajo Desert" are in his 
usual vein, colorful and true.

too much praise cannot be given to the 
exquisitely delicate, beautiful plate by 
C. H. Hodges; of Reynolds' "Master's Dun- 
ning." 

There is a fine set of plates after Morland 
by J. Smith and W. Ward, the finest those 
by Ward — all open proofs^-of the "Four 
Children," the "Poultry Market" and "Sep- 
tember Morn" and "Eve." Mention must 
be made also of J. R. Smith's plates from 
Engelhardt's "Mrs. Mills" and "Opies," 
"Almeria" in black and white, and of P. W. 
Tompkins' plate from Downman's "Mrs. 
Siddons." There is a richly colored plate 
by Grozer from Danlou's portrait of the 
Chinese "Eau Sang," and a Rowlandson 
drawing of a young woman which must not 
be overlooked. 

The French prints include excellent im- 
pressions of many well-known subjects, ex- 
ceptionally good ones being those by Jan- 
inet after, : Lavrences "L'Aveu Difficile," 
"LTndiscr^tion" and "La Comparison." 

Mr. Lawrence is also showing visitors his 
recently published limited edition volume 
on early English nrints, with superb illus- 
trations. 

English Mezzotints at Knoedler's. 

There are on exhibition in a lower gal- 
lery at Knoedler's, 558 Fifth Ave., to Dec. 7, 
some 30 mezzotint engravings by the best 
known early English engravers. The selec- 
tion is an exceptionally choice one, and re- 
flects great credit on the print department 
of the well-known firm. It includes a first 
published state of Thomas Watson's plate 
from Sir Joshua Reynold's "Lady Bamp- 
fylde," a plate before all letters ■ of which 
sold at Christie's last summer for 1,750 
gns., first published states of Watson's 
after Reynolds' Mrs. Bunbury; J. R. 
Smith's after Romney's "Mrs. Carwardine 
and Child;" V. Green's after Reynolds' 
"Miss Campbell," Watson's after Reynolds' 
"Countess of Carlisle;" Smith's after Rey- 
nolds' "Lady Hamilton as ^ Bacchante;" 
J. R. Smith's after Reynolds'' "Mrs. Mus- 
ters;" Edward Fishers' after Reynolds' 
"Lady Keppel," a duplicate of the one in 
the British Museum, and an exceptionally 
beautiful open letter proof by J. R. Smith 
after Devis's "Mile. Parisot."

Chinese Art at Montross's. 

The exhibition of the second part of the 
collection of early Chinese paintings, 
bronzes, pottery and sculptures, owned by 
l\ir. A. W. Bahr, on at the Montross Gal- 
lery, No. 550 Fifth' Ave. until Dec. 7, and 
which was too briefly noted last week, 
continues deservedly to attract throngs of 
art lovers. The paintings in particular most 
appeal, and especially remarkable is the 
"Portrait of a Noble," which might be 
called a work by an early Chinese Franz 
Hals in expression and force, or an early 
Chinese Holbein in the handling of flat tints 
and strength and beauty of line. The 
beautiful color of the red rose should also 
be noted. Very remarkable also is the 
little scroll painting of "A Sleeping Beauty," 
while "Winter Landscape and Geese," by 
night, is a landscape with birds, worthy of 
an European "Old Master." As is well 
said by the art critic of the "Sun," "This is 
universal art, one could soon forget wheth- 
er China, Spain or Italy had given it birth." 
The exhibition, even more than that of the 
first part of Mr. Bahr's collection last sea- 
son, should do much to impress the beauty 
and value of early Chinese art upon Amer- 
ican art lovers. 

Keyser's Sculptures at Folsom's. 

Sculptures by Ernest Wise Keyser are on 
exhibition at the Folsom Galleries, No. 396 
Fifth Ave., through Nov. 28. 

The display is the first of sculpture ever 
made by this popular gallery, and Mr. Fol- 
som made a judicious choice in selecting 
Mr. Keyser's works for an initial exhibi- 
tion. The display is dignified and well ar- 
ranged. 

There are 29 works, a number of which 
are statuette portraits, ably modelled and 
with considerable character. There is one 
of Mrs. Robert J. Collier in wax, which de- 
serves notice, also a graceful and well com- 
posed presentment of Miss Gertrude Sholle. 
"Mrs. Irving Speyer and Daughter" is an 
interesting composition. Of the ideal con- 
ceptions, "Man and His Conscience" and 
the "Force Creative," the latter a wax 
group, are especially good. The "clou" of 
the display, however, is "Wood's Spirit," 
a charming portrait of the artist's wife, her 
interesting head is faithfully modeled and 
the artist has expressed himself with much 
facility. 

The next exhibition at these galleries, to 
open Dec. 3, will be one of a group of paint- 
ings by F. A. Bridgman, sent from Paris, 
especially for this display. 

Color Prints by English Artists. 
An exhibition of color prints by members 
of the Bjitish Society of Graver-Printers in 
color, wi;l close today ;in.Vtfi^^r.cJiife.Gtural 
League Gallery of the Fine ' Arts Bldg., in 
West 57 St. The exhibition was arranged 
by Manzi Joyant & Co. of Paris and New 
York, and so interesting and excellent is it 
in general quality, that it seems a pity it 
should have been of so brief duration and 
so poorly advertised, for there are few art 
lovers who would ' not have enjoyed its 
study. The work shown is distinctly va- 
ried, many of the prints being from plates, 
sometimes three in number, each for one 
color, but there are several from wood 
blocks, colored with oil or water color. 

The effects obtained naturally greatly 
vary and some really remarkable results are 
secured. Mr. Dawson is especially suc- 
cessful in his marines and fishing boats, W. 
Lee Hankey in his children of the streets, 
Sidney Lee in his quaint landscapes and 
bridges, and Nelson Dawson in his land- 
scapes. There is a distinct suggestion of 
Japanese influence in many of the prints. 
It would be worth while for American art- 
ists to devote some attention to the making 
of color prints, which are becoming more 
and deservedly popular in Europe all the 
time. Thus far, only Q W. F. Mielatz and 
Vaughan :T|r6wbrjdge, American artists have

PASADENA (CALA.) 

The newly organized "Pasadena Mu- 
sic and Art Association" is holding its 
first exhibition, and creating a most fa- 
vorable impression by the thoroughness 
of management, and arrangement of the 
gallery. The chief exhibitor is' that 
master of technique Jean Mannheim, 
who shows his remarkable versatility 
in many canvases, figures, portraits, and 
landscapes. Miss Maud Daggett shows 
several delightful pieces of sculpture, 
that have had their showing in the Paris 
Salon ; delightfully refined ; original ; 
and naive creations that cause Pasa- 
dena art lovers sincere pride in claim- 
ing this talented young artist as their, 
own. 

Benjamin Chambers Brown, always a 
favorite in his poetic depiction of South- 
ern California scenic beauties shows a 
beautiful collection of recent canvases,, 
and a decided advance in beauty of col- 
oring that delights his admirers, and 
the delightful, original creations of Er- 
nest Batchelder, whose pottery and tiles 
are recognized as of the highest type in 
this field of art are attracting enthu- 
siastic attention. 

This is the first time Pasadena has 
had the opportunity of viewing the 
work of its own artists whose, work is 
far better known in the East than here, 
and those in charge of this opening ex- 
hibition are to be congratulated upon 
the enthusiastic reception extended 
their efforts. 



CHICAGO. 



An opportunity for viewing the 
works of a Master-Etcher is afforded 
one at the new gallery of Albert Roul- 
lier in the Fine Arts Building, where 
etchings, mezzotints and drypoiiits by 
Sir Seymour Haden are on exhibition. 

There is also on now at the Roullier 
Gallery an exhibition of etchings of 
battlefields of the civil war and old 
English churches and, in addition to 
these, there are several sketches of 
Panama, Montreal and Chicago, done 
by Katharine Merrill, a member of the 
Chicago Society of Etchers. 
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A SIGNIFICANT OCCURRENCE. 

It is reported from Paris that an 
American, who has had some vogue 
here for a number of years past, as a 
portrait painter, among a certain ele- 
ment (largely made up of "social climb- 
ers" and vain middle-aged and elderly 
women), who gave every season in his 
New York studio a series of costume 
■"Oriental" receptions and "teas," with 
vaudeville accessories, and who went 
last Spring to Paris, where he set up 
a Studio, and through deft advertising, 
and the aid of some visiting American, 
•gained some notoriety for his entertain- 
ments, has been evicted from his 
Paris studio for non-payment of rent. 

This report would seem to indicate 
that the day of that class of so-called 
"portrait painters," who succeed in get- 
ting orders from silly women and vain 
men through the means of luxurious 
studios, sensational entertainments, liv- 
eried retainers, deft flattery, etc., and 
some of whom are so deficient in art- 
Jstic ability as to have to rely upon 



solar prints, etc., is drawing to a close. 
It will be a good thing for the cause of 
true art in America when the methods 
of these gentry no longer succeed in 
bringing them cash and notoriety. Lit- 
tle sympathy can be felt for their vic- 
tims, who are allured by such methods 
and flattery, but sincere and honest 
American portrait painters who rely 
upon their art ability to earn their liv- 
ing, have been seriously interfered with 
by this class of so-called artists. 



POLISH MINIATURES SHOWN. 

Two interesting Polish miniature ex- 
positions were held simultaneously last 
summer in Lemberg and .Warsaw. 

According to the Cicerone, the chief 
development of miniatures in Poland 
began in the middle of the eighteenth 
century, about the period of Augustus II 
and III. Electoral Princes of Saxony 
and Kings of Poland. At that time a 
number of artists migrated from Dresden 
to Warsaw. These created a new school 
which had a number of disciples; the 
latest of which, Stanislaw Manszalkie- 
wicz (1789-1872) was represented by 
about 70 works in the expositions. 

The two expositions contained in the 
aggregate over 2,000 Polish and foreign 
miniatures. 



INS. CO. DISPUTES ART LOSS. 

In reply to a suit brought against 
them by Ellen Moore Roskilley, The 
American Fire Insurance Co. assert 
that the paintings which were des- 
troyed by fire at the Mamaroneck 
home of the plaintiff (and for whose 
loss the latter demands $13,000, claim- 
ing that among the canvases lost were 
examples of Leonardo da Vinci, Ru- 
bens, Dore, Correggio and Turner), 
were bogus. The Insurance" Company 
also claims that several of the pictures 
destroyed were stolen from the house 
of E. H. Hienke in London on Sept. 6, 
1906. 



The Prints Division of the New 
York Public Library has arranged an 
exhibition of engraved portraits of 
Washington which will be on view 
November- April in the Print Gallery 
(Room 321) of the Library. It includes 
about 270 prints, carefully selected 
from a private collection of some 1,500 
pieces. The exhibition should be one 
of great interest to both collectors and 
to the general public. 



METROPOLITAN MUSEUM NEWS. 

At last week's "press view" at the Metro- 
politan Museum, which preceded the Au- 
tumn reception — the last the usual hand- 
some and dignified affair — there were J 
shown the recent accessions to the Mu- 
seum, which included a brilliant and re- 
markable little picture by John Sargent en- 
titled "The Hermit," "Deposition from the 
Cross," by a painter of the Florentine early 
16th century school, probably a close fol- 
lower of Filippino Lippi, some rare and 
beautiful examples of early Chinese and 
Japanese paintings and sculpture, secured 
last Summer in the Orient, 39 pieces of 
Spanish jewelry from the Philippines, given 
by Mr. Morgan, some classical and Egyp- 
tian antiquities, old lacquers, metal work, 
some small but beautiful stained glass 
panels of English, German, Dutch and Ital- 
ian origin, and some additions by M'r. A. D. 
Clearwater to his collection of early Amer- 
ican silver. 

A series of special exhibitions of draw- 
ings from Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan's col- 
lection, the first of which will open early in 
December, and will be of drawings by mas- 
ters of the 14th and 15th centuries, is being 
arranged by the Museum. 

Mr. Edward S. Harkness has been se- 
lected a Museum trustee, class of 1915, to 
fill the place left vacant by the death of 
John Bigelow. 

At the October meeting the Museum 
trustees made the collection of arms and 
armor, a separate department, with Dr. 
Bashford Dean as full curator. 



FOREIGN ART NOTES. 

A series of frescoes by Luca Signorelli 
has been found in the Church of Santo 
Crescentino at Morra. They form a se- 
quel to the two already known, "The 
Scourging" and '-The- Crucifixion," rep- 
resenting other scenes in the Passion of 
Christ. 

In the church of San Agostino, Flor- 
ence, there has been discovered a four- 
teenth century fresco, representing the 
birth of the Virgin and the Annunciation. 

Dr. Peleo Bacci, Superintendent of the 
art monuments of Pisa, has discovered 
at Peccioli some frescoes, which display 
the characteristics of Benorzzo Gorzzoli, 
who resided at Pisa during the last years 
of the fifteenth century. 

Through the recent gift by the Flor- 
ence municipality to the local Academy, 
of paintings and sculptures, the latter 
institution will be enriched with valu- 
able specimens of modern art. The col- 
lections are now being arranged. 

An exhibition of 50 works by Karl 
Schuch (more than half of them land- 
scapes) has recently taken place at the 
Schulte Gallery, Berlin. In an adjoining 
room are 20 pictures by Louis Corinth, 
which are of interest in connection with 
the extensive display of Corinth's works, 
which is being organized by Herr Paul 
Cassirer for January next. 

At the "Artists' House," Berlin, an 
exhibition of black and white works by 
the deceased artists Menzel and Skarlinas 
has recently taken place. The specimens 
of the latter's work were mostly students' 
sketches. 

The twelfth congress in connection 
with the preservation of monuments took 
place at Halberstadt September 18. Herr 
P. J. Meier noted for his researches in 
connection with the Cathedral of Halber- 
stadt, presided. 

Prof. Dr. Koetschau has assumed the 
direction of the section for sculpture at 
the Kaiser Friedrich Museum and Dr. 
Max J. Friedlander that of the picture 
gallery; in conjunction with the over- 
sight of the copper engraving cabinet. 

Dr. H. Kienzle, hitherto custodian of 
the local Provincial Museum, has. been 
appointed director of the Darmstadt 
Commercial Museum. 

Dr. Friedrich Rintelen, instructor in 
modern art history at the Berlin Univers- 
ity, has accepted a call from the Royal 
Prussian Historical Institute at Rome. 

Dr. Morton Bernuth, one of the edi- 
tors of the Thieme Art Lexicon, has been 
appointed to the post of assistant direc- 
tor of the Leipzig Academy for Graphic 
Arts. 

The Swiss Federal Art Commission 
has been discussing the question of a 
Swiss National Monument in Schwyz, a 
monument for General Herzog in Aarau, 
and a National Monument in Wallis, 
commemorating the entry of that Canton 
into the Federation in 1815. It has been 
decided that Switzerland will take part 
in the Munich Art Exhibition of 1913. 

From Sept. 8 to Oct. 20 a memorial 
exhibition of Weltis's works took place 
at Zurich. He was a native of that city 
and died in June last.- 

Besides its personal features, the dis- 
play was a source of inspiration to art 
lovers. The effective arrangement of the 
seventy pictures and the hundred studies 
and drawings allowed the onlooker to 
compare various stages of the artist's de- 
velopment. 

It is stated that the Zurich Art Society 
is trying to organize a Weltis collection 
of a permanent character. 

The Berlin Academy of Arts has 
opened an exhibition of old East Asiatic 
art. In contrast to previous exhibitions, 
preponderance is given to painting in- 
stead of other forms of art. The educa- 
tional influence of Chinese on Japanese 
art is well illustrated.

EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 
Tuang Jades at Partridge's. 

The collection of Chinese jades, formed 
by Prince Tuang of Pekin, part of which 
was purchased by Mr. Frank Partridge, as 
announced exclusively in the American Art 
News of Nov. 2, is on exhibition in his gal- 
leries, 741 Fifth Ave. The collection com- 
prises twenty pieces and their size and fine 
carving, make it one of the most import- 
ant ever brought to America. It equals in 
importance the collection of jades formed 
by Gen. Gordon known as "Chinese Gordon" 
the Hero, of Khartoum, purchased by Mr. 
Henry E. Huntington, from the Partridge 
Galleries, last season. . , 

In the collection there are - a • few feli- . 
gious pieces, including statuettes of. Buddha, 
a carved letter bottle, water Buffalo, etc. 
The Buffalo is an unusual piece, beautifully 
carved and for its color (gray green). is 
very rare. Another interesting piece is a 
vase a foot high, with a cover of pure white 
with carvings of two beautiful and graceful 
Ho-Ho birds. 



Dabo's Latest Landscapes. 

Leon Dabo's exhibition of fourteen land- 
scapes, the majority of which were painted 
at St. Andrews, N. B., last summer, where 
he was a guest of Sir William van Home 
on the latter's estate, is on at the Detroit 
Publishing Co.'s gallery through Nov. 27. 
The work of this artist, examples of which 
are owned by all the principal galleries in 
this country, the Luxembourg. Paris and 
the Imperial Museum at Tokyo, Japan, is 
now too thoroughly well known to need 
comment in detail, but these recent. canvases 
seem to have gone ahead of anything yet 
produced by his facile brush. There are 
ten canvases, harmonious, all tender and 
poetical, but perhaps "The Gardens" and 
the "Surf" are stronger and broader than 
some of his earlier work. 

The former canvas, the color note of 
which is a soft tender blue, shows, in addi- 
tion to a charming landscape and sky. sev- 
eral figures aptly placed. "Violet and Silver 
St. Andrews," "New Milford" and "Even- 
ing" make their individual appeal. There 
are four pastels, characteristic and enter- 
taining. Mr. Dabo is also showing, by in- 
vitation, five canvases at the Italian Society 
exhibition at the Pitti Palace, Florence. 



Sculptures by Americans. 

At the Gallery of the Gorham Company, 
there are now on view until Nov. 30, a 
number of sculptures by Americans, which 
form a most attractive and interesting dis- 
play. Many of the pieces are familiar, but 
all are good to see again. Especially no- 
table are the examples of J. Scott Hartley 
(including his fine bust of George Inness), 
Robert I. Aitkin, Victor D. Brenner, Ches- 
ter Beach, J. E. Fraser (portrait bust of 
Roosevelt), E. W. Deming, Eli Harvey, Ar- 
thur Lee, G. T. Brewster, T. S. Clark, H. K. 
Bush-Brown, A. S. Calder, Charles Grafly, 
H. A. MacNeil, F. W Ruckstuhl, W. Couper 
and C. C. Rumsey, whose "Fountain" in 
particular is the best work he has yet pro- 
duced. 
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LONDON LETTER. 

London, Nov. 13, 1912. 

The death of Mr. G. K. Fortescue, 
keeper, of printed books at- the British 
Museum, took place last week, just a few 
days before -he was to have retired on a 
superannuation pension. The various de- 
partments of the Museum were repre- 
sented at the funeral, which was con- 
ducted by the Bishop of London. Mr, 
A. Kaye Miler, who is well known as a 
writer on music and who recently pub- 
lished a catalogue of printed music up to 
1800, is to succeed to the post. 

In spite of its great fame, the British 
Museum Library is the youngest of the 
great libraries of I£u»rope, dating only 
from the middle of' the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The history of the Bibliotheque 
Nationale of Paris, the Vatican Library 
and the libraries of Munich and Vienna 
goes back for many centuries. Cam- 
bridge University Library dates from the 
fifteenth century, the Bodleian at Ox- 
ford from 1602, the Lambeth Library 
from 1605. 

The British Museum Library was 
founded by act of Parliament in 1753 
and opened in 1759, but the present build- 
ing was not completed and opened until 
1849. 

When the famous librarian, Sir An- 
tony Panizzi, became keeper in 1837, he 
found a collection of 240,000 volumes. 
When he retired in 1866 he left a library 
of 1,500,000 books. Today the library 
contains more than 4,000,000 volumes, 1 
placed upon nearly 50 miles of shelves. 

There is a good deal that is delightful, 
a good deal that is indifferent, and not a 
little that is unsatisfactory in the present 
exhibition at the Goupil Gallery. Those 
responsible for the organization of this 
Salon have allowed a commendable 
breadth to characterize their choice of 
pictures. These comprise works both by 
British and foreign artists without regard 
to school or movemjent. Among the best 
things are Wm. Open's "Arran Island- 
er/* 'a subtle " rendering, of a type of 
woman dear to the heart of this artist, 
and a charming portrait by Albert Bes- 
nard, entitled "Femme au Bouquet de 
Roses," a delicate piece of work, distinct- 
• ly Parisian in feeling. The indifferent 
portion includes William Nicholson's 
"Felicity," the picture of a woman, seated 
with her back to the spectator and dis- 
playing above a gorgeous crimson gown 
shoulders, whose modelling reflects but 
little credit on the artist. What succeeds 
in redeeming the picture from failure, 
however, is the clever manner in which 
the light is reflected on to the woman's 
face from the hand-mirror which she 
holds. A little more care in the work- 
manship and this might have been a bril- 
liant picture. 

Deft but without any great depth of 
observation or feeling is D. Y. Cameron's 
landscape, "The Peaks," and something 
of the same criticism may be levelled at | 
James Pryde's "Unknown Corner," into 
which, however, he has managed to in- . 
fuse a good deal that is imaginative and' 
suggestive of mystery. Unqualified 
praise must be meted out to the Canadian ' 
artist, 'James W. Morrice, whose two pic- 
tures of "La Plage, St. Malo" and "Snow 
in Canada" are full of beauty and true 
understanding of nature. They are in 
the Whistlerian manner and contrast 
splendidly with the showy work of which 
so mjuch is to be found in the exhibition. 
But in spite of this carping there is much 
to be enjoyed in the show as a whole. 

Chinese Painted Enamels. 
The first exhibition in this country of 
Old Chinese Painted Enamels is now on 
in the gallery of Messrs. Spink & Son, 6 
King Street, St. James, S. W. The aver- 
age collector is woefully ignorant of these 
old Canton enamels, which are, however, 
among the most interesting of oriental 
crafts. The exhibition includes examples 
°f practically every branch of the art, 
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and shows how exceedingly decorative it 
j may prove in the hands of the Chinese 
! artist. Especially worthy of note are two 
complete altar services, some exquisite 
, ruby-back plates, and a particularly fine 
! oblong fish-bowl. There is little doubt 
I that the exhibition will act as an enor- 
mous stimulus to the collecting of these 
enamels among English connoisseurs. 

The Royal School of Art Needle- 
work in South Kensington, in the suc- 
cess of which Queen Mary takes an 
especial interest, and of which Princess 
Christian is the founder and president, 
is doing excellent work in the mending 
and restoration of old tapestries, an in- 
dustry which, as a rule, is seldom sat- 
isfactorily carried out. There is a per- 
manent exhibition of old embroideries 
at the School, and these serve as mod- 
els for the pupils who turn out every 
year a quantity of delightful copies not 
only of old needlework, but also of lace 
and vellum paintings. The school is 
deserving of all encouragement. 

The exhibition of the Senefelder Club 
at the Stafford Gallery contains some 
fine examples of the lithographer's art 
as carried out by draughtsmen in Great 
Britain and on the Continent. Joseph 
Pennell's lithographs of scenes ob- 
served during his journeyings in Pan- 
ama and now shown also in America, 
are among the most impressive things 
he has yet done, portraying the ro- 
mance of engineering in terms of a 
kindred art. Sir Hubert von Herko- 
mer's lithograph of his "Last Muster" 
has beautiful quality and considerable 
interest attaches to work of the same 
kind by Steinlen, Rops and Carriere. 
A visit to this exhibition is all that is 
needed to convince, the public that 
lithography has now established its 
claim to rank among the Fine Arts.

LADY LAYARD'S COLLECTION. 

The London "Morning Post" says 
that the Italian newspapers point out 
that with the death of Lady Layard her 
valuable collection of pictures, includ- 
ing Gentile Bellini's portrait of Mo- 
hammed II., the Conqueror of Constan- 
tinople, has become the property of the 
British Government, and will be re- 
moved to London. 

This communication is of special in- 
terest, as it indicates that there is no 
movement in the Italian Press for the 
enforcement of the Pacca Law, which 
was made to prevent works of art from 
being taken out of Italy. 

Sir Austen Henry Layard's experi- 
ence and knowledge of painting began 
early and he spent much time in study 
and research. In 1866 he was made a 
Trustee of the National Gallery. As 
early as the '60s he was an ardent lover 
of the "North Italian School," and in 
1868 had brought together the greater 
part of his collection. 

Besides Bellini's portrait of Moham- 
med II (mentioned above) the collec- 
tion includes "St. Gerome," by Savoldo, 
a "Pieta," by Sebastiano del Piombo, a 
"Holy Family," by x Bernardino Licinio, 
"Adoration of the' Magi," by Gentile 
Bellini and many other superior can- 
vases. 

The importance of so valuable and 
educative a bequest to the National Gal- 
lery cannot be overstated, and a similar 
collection could not, in all human prob- 
ability, be found at the present day. .

PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Nov. 16, 1912 

The annual exhibition of original 
engravings in black now on, is import 
ant and effective. Under the clever 
Readership of J. L. Bremond, Friant, 
Gabriel and Van Muyden, it is taking 
more importance yearly. The display 
has also the great charm of being origi- 
nal. Here, for example, are the charm- 
ing Parisian visions of Frank W. Ar- 
mington, the Canadian artist, Bastien 
de Beaupre's works, showing knowl- 
edge of values, Bourroux's vigorous 
technique and fine imagination. 

M. Bremond is subtle and daring. I 
especially like his "Cliff" and "Downs:" 
M. Brunet Debaines is a virtuoso, M. 
Bruyer has a remarkable "Hamlet." M. 
Charlet is clever but could be more se- 
rious. M. Cheffer's work is alive. M. 
De Herain is a psychologist. M. Ga- 
briel exhibits delightful impressions of 
Italy and Holland. 

I like M. Gobo's views in Bruges and 
Antwerp and M. Godefroy's views in 
China and Japan; M. Grouiller is im- 
proving; M. Hallo is judicious. M. 
Heimerdinger's "Castle" is fine; M. 
Heller de Pardi is a poet. "The 
Churches" by M. Charles Jovas are ef- 
fective ; Mme. Jouvet-Magron's remark- 
able rendering of light and shadow is 
much admired. The Belgian artist, M. 
Mignot, has sent nine fine prints. MM. 
Oudart, Penat and Desteract are all 
much appreciated. The fine "Fountain 
of St. Colomban," by Victor Prouve is 
very decorative. 

I must not forget the work of MM. 
Albert Lechat, le Meilleur, Leon, Le- 
queux, Toupey, Weidmann, Willaume, 
and last but not least, Evert Van Muy- 
den's animals which remind one of 
Barye's drawings. His "Views of a 
Town," are among the best things in 
the exhibition.

The exhibition of the works of Henri 
Rousseau is attracting many to Bern- 
heim's.

I regret to have to register the death 
of one of the most eminent engravers 
of our time, Frederic Vernon, at the 
age of fifty-four. His talent, full of 
imagination and suppleness, was at the 
same time firm and charming.

Smith also obtained for the record price of 
$600, the "Collection of Private Prayers" 
known as "Queen Elizabeth's Prayer Book," 
the authorship of which is generally given 
to John Foxe. Mr. Arthur Hoe gave $70 
for the Grolier Club's 1901 reprint of "The 
History of Helyas, Knight of the Swan." 

The First day's sale of the second week, 
Nov. 18, brought a total of $17,850. M. de la 
Borde's "Choix de Chansons" went to Mr. 
Smith for $1,725. Another high-priced vol- 
ume was La Fontaine's "Coxites et Nou- 
velles," the famous "Fermier Generaux" 
edition, printed in Paris in 1762, which was 
sold to Bernard Quaritch, of London, for 
$1,200. This volume contains the portraits

of La Fontaine and the artist Eisen, en- 
graved by Ficquet after Rigaud and Vispre, 
,a medallion portrait of Choffard by himself, 
eighty plates engraved after Eisen by Alia- 
met, Baquoy, Choffard, Delafosse, Flipart, 
Lemaire, Leveau, de Longueil and Ouvrier 
and four vignettes and fifty-three tail-pieces 
by Choffard. The work is bound in old 
French red morocco by Padeloup. 

Another La Fontaine to bring a neat price 
was his "Les Amours de Psyche et de Cupi- 
don, avec le poeme d'Adonis," with plates 
designed by Moreau the Younger and en- 
graved under his direction,' published by 
Didot in Paris in 1795, which was bought 
by G. S. Hellman. 

Mss. brought good prices, Nov. 19, and 
the total for the day was $72,362.50. This 
makes the grand total of $1,861,005.50 to 
that date. The chief item of the day was a 
magnificent 16th century Mss., on vellum 
ornamented with nine full-page miniatures 
which went to Mr. Smith for $15,200. It 
came from the libraries of the Duke of 
Casaano Serra and the Earl of Morley. 

Mr. B. Quaritch paid $6,500 for the 
Rouen "Horae." He also purchased the 
"Horse" printed for "the illustrious family 
of the Counts of Montboissier in Auvergne" 
for $2,600 and many of the "Horse" and paid 
$4,000 for a calendar embellished with 25 
large and 56 small miniatures, and $2,300 
for the Besancon "Hours." 

Some of the other purchasers were the 
Rosenbach Company, Mr. Hill, E. D'. North 
and J. Baer & Co.. 

Some $16,711 was obtained at both ses- 
sions on Wednesday, towards the $2,000,000 
goal which is the expected grand total of 
the sale. The total to Wednesday night 
was $1,877,716.50.
